Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 25-48 directed to 
inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 25-48 been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 allowed. 

As to independent claim 1, Applicant's arguments, filed 5/1/2008, with response to the 
prior art rejection have been found persuasive. The prior art does not disclose or render obvious at the 
time the invention was made an injection system having a shield with a release mechanism configured to 
maintain the shield in a retracted position and which allows the shield to extend upon engagement of the 
release mechanism; the device further comprising an automatic injection system which engages the 
release mechanism when activated; the guard further being removable from the automatic injection 
system with the shield extended after injection.
